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I. Introduction 
1.1 Scope and General Objectives 


The concept of mother tongue refers to the reporting of the language first learned 
and still understood. It implies that only one language can legitimately be reported. 
The concept of home language is similar. It is concerned with the reporting of the 
language most often spoken at home. It implies that only one language can 
legitimately be reported. In the 1981 Census respondents were requested to provide 
only one response each to these two questions. In fact, some respondents provided 
more than one response. In such cases it may be argued that the concepts do not 
concur with reality. However, it cannot be arqued that those who reported more 
than one response represent some special multilingual population. It represents only 
some part of what might be defined as a multilingual population who did not follow 


the census instructions. 


The following is a discussion of the procedure used in processing the data to 


eliminate the multiple responses and to make the data conform to the concept.* 
1.2 Variables and Definitions 


The three variables of interest are mother tongue, home language and official 
language. Although the data on mother tongue were collected on a 100% basis, data 
for home language and official language were gathered on a 20% sample basis. 
Tables 1 and 2 include only 20% sample data (including mother tongue where 
previously published 100% data may disagree with figures here). Data exclude 


inmates of institutions. The concepts as defined are: 


Mother tongue: Refers to the first language learned in childhood and still 


understood by an individual. 


* Within the framework of demolinguistic analysis a respondent's home language 
which differs from his/her mother tongue is usually termed "language transfer or 
language shift"; a respondent's home language which is identical to his/her mother 


tongue is usually termed "language retention" or "language maintenance". 
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Home language: Refers to the specific language spoken at home by the 
respondent at the time of the census. If more than one 
language were spoken, the language spoken most often by 


the respondent was to be reported. 


Official language: Refers to the ability to conduct a conversation in either of 


the official languages of Canada. 


The 1981 Census Dictionary (Catalogue No. 99-901) contains the complete range of 
definitions for all variables and terms used in the 1981 Census data products. Of 
general interest would be information contained in Summary Guide - Total 
Population (Catalogue No. 99-902) and Summary Guide - Sample Population 
(Catalogue No. 99-903) which include reproductions of the census questionnaire 
forms and basic indicators of data quality. Further details on the data quality may 


be obtained from Data Quality - Total Population (Catalogue No. 99-904) and Data 
Quality - Sample Population (Catalogue No. 99-905). 


A wide range of other analytical and reference products are available and described, 
along with information on data products and available services, in Products and

fi. Error Detection, Error Correction and Imputation of the Data 

2.1 Introduction 


In keeping with established concepts, the 1981 Census asked for only one response to 
each of the three questions on language. However, the actual responses received 
contained single responses with pseudo-languages, multiple responses with pseudo- 
languages and non-responses. Pseudo-languages as reported included Belgian, 
Scandinavian, Swiss, etc. All responses were then passed to the edit and imputation 


process where pseudo-lanquages were resolved first. 
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Since only a single value was acceptable in the edit processing cycle, any pseudo- 
language, multiple response or non-response was in error. Overall, non-response was 
minimal and concentrated among very young children and certain ethnic groups. 
Multiple response was more prevalent than non-response and probably resulted from 
a combination of "errors": respondent error, processing error (coding or keying or 
both). In other cases, multiple responses actually represented linguistic "reality", 
but were identified as "errors" for data processing purposes. Text Table I illustrates 
the magnitude of multiple and non-response errors. The crux of the language 


combination issue rests with the resolution of multiple response and non-response.

(1) Figures for mother tongue represent 100% data from the Edit and Imputation data 
bases, excluding inmates and random additions. These figures would not agree with 
the same data weighted from the 20% Edit and Imputation data bases. 

(2) Home language and official language figures are derived from the 20% Edit and 
Imputation data bases and are unweighted and unrounded. These data exclude 


inmates of institutions and random additions. 
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2.2 Composition of Responses 


The reported response for MT, HL and OL varied from a single response to different 


multiple combinations of responses plus blanks. It should be borne in mind that one 


answer was requested for each question. Text Table II shows these combinations.

The complete list may be found in the 


published bulletins. Other and multiples involving Other may represent more than 


one non-official language. 


As is apparent univariate occurrences of multiple response and/or joint occurrence 


of multiple response and/or blanks could lead to a large number of combinations. 


However, the reported data for each language variable received separate treatment 


in resolution of multiple response and imputation of non-response. A final 


comparison between official language and home language data was undertaken.

2.3 Resolution of Multiple Responses 
2.3.1 Introduction 


The resolution of multiples in 1981 was performed by means of a probabilistic 
algorithm which examined logical relationships among the responses reported for 
non-family persons and census family members. The resolution of multiple 
responses for census family members considers both the type of family unit and the 
response of other family members. For non-family persons a different procedure 
was used. Mother tongue, home language and official language were processed 


sequentially. 


2.3.2 Types of Multiples 


In general, the languages were grouped into four components: English, French, other 
mark-ins and write-ins. Multiple responses reflected combinations of these 


components. Text Table III illustrates the combinations of multiples received.

2.3.5 Resolution of Multiple and Non-response 


Mother tongue and home lanquage received similar treatment in the error detection 
and correction phases. That is, non-family persons and census family members were 
treated as separate processing units. For official language, both non-family persons 
and census family persons were treated as individual units. Comparison between 
official language and home language occurred in the later stages of the processing 


of official language. 


For MT and HL pseudo-langquages received assignment first; secondly, multiples 
were resolved; thirdly, non-responses were imputed either through a hot deck search 
or predefined "defaults". For official language, the process was similar; however, in 
imputation of non-responses the hot deck search was made among respondents of 
similar family status. Official language conflicts with home language occurred due 


to imputation, but were not corrected due to small numbers (147). 


Chart I illustrates the processing sequences followed in edit and imputation for MT, 
HL and OL. Note that the left-hand side of the diagram is generally applicable to 
OL.

(1) Note that wherever OMT and OHL occur, OMT may or may not be identical to OHL. 
This apparent contradication occurs due to the large numbers of other languages 
involved. 


Loss of unofficial multilingualism may have occurred with the resolution of multiple 


response to the official language question. The following table illustrates the point.

2.4 Summary 


Only a single value of any of the three variables was accepted in the processing 
cycle; therefore, a multistage resolution of multiple responses occurred. Mother 
tongue was processed first, followed by home language and official language. Some 
conflicts between home language and official language remained after error 
correction. These conflicts necessitated "clean-up" operations but some remained. 


Distortions occurred due to: single MT and multiple HL; multiple MT and single HL; 


Til. 
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multiple MT and multiple HL. The processing selected only one of these multiples in 
each case, thereby generating postfacto equalities or inequalities between different 
variables. Non-response was resolved by hot-deck imputation and in some cases by 


predetermined defaults. 


Discussion of Tabulations 


3.1 Overview of Tabulations 


Table 1 shows reported mother tonque and home lanquage and identifies where the 
two are the same or different for each mother tongue and home lanquage after 
editing. For example, on page 1-1, REFMT and REFHL totalled 51,180 for Canada. 
However, this number was distributed as follows: EMT = EWML 13,7553; FMT = FHL 
13,215; EMT. # FHL 12,265; FMT £ CHL 11,955. 


Table 2 shows edited mother tongue, home language and official language; reported 
mother tongue and home language. It expands Table 1 by the inclusion of official 
language. For example, on page 2-1, edited EMT and EHL, EOL only REOMT 
totalled 83,620 for Canada. However, REOMT by REOHL yields only 43,795. The 
rest are incorporated in REOMT by REHL, and REOMT by blank home language. A 
similar analysis can be performed on the column total for English and Other HL 
reversing the sequence to HL and MT. In that case REOHL = 71,970, however, of 
these, there were 27,375 REMT and 43,795 REOMT. 


3.2 Discussion of Table 1 


Within this table there are changes illustrated between the reported and edited data. 
However, in many cases, where a single response was received for both mother 
tongue and home language, the response was accepted as reported. This represents 
the simplest situation where no change in the reported data occurred. Note that 
there are cases where both RMT = RHL as well as RMT # RHL. For example, for 
Canada, REMT by REHL had 14,157,175 respondents, but REMT by RFHL had 54,420 
respondents. Similarly, RFMT by REHL yielded 318,695 respondents. 
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The complexities begin with multiple responses for either mother tongue or home 
language or both. The first case represents single mother tongue and multiple home 
language. For example, in the Canada table: RFMT by REFHL yields 66,765 
responses which were assigned to edited English HL 33,140 and edited French HL 

Do 020: 


The second case represents multiple mother tongue and multiple home language. 
For example, in reference to the Canada table, REOMT by REOHL yields 105,220 
responses. The largest categories of home language assigned were: English 45,655 = 
edited EMT; English 32,915 # Other mother tongue; Other 24,705 = Other mother 


tongue. 


Non-response to either mother tongue or home language or both is also shown. A 
total of 48,725 respondents did not answer either question. Among respondents who 
answered the mother tongue question, the non-response for home lanquage can be 
disaggregated as follows: 106,515 REMT, 28,770 RFMT, 1,530 REFMT, 26,675 
ROMT, 3,365 REOMT, 295 RFOMT and 325 REFOMT. For records with unilingual 
mother tongue responses, imputed home language for the most part remained 
identical to the mother tongue. For Other RMT with imputed HL, the distribution 
differs mainly due to the total non-response of the Kahnawake Indian Reserve in 
Quebec (see the Quebec table). For records with multiple reported mother tongue, 
the imputed blank home language remains fairly evenly distributed across all 
categories of home language. It should be borne in mind that the total non-response 


rate is low. 
3.5 Discussion of Table 2 


In this table, as in the previous one, there are changes shown as a result of editing 
but with the addition of the variable official language. Comments given previously 
concerning single responses for mother tongue and home language are applicable 
here also. However, the simplest example of no change is adjusted by the addition 
of official language. In reference to Table 2, page 2-1, edited EMT, edited EHL, 
official language English only, REMT by REHL yields 13,233,890 which is somewhat 
less than the similar figures in Table 1. Given EF official language and REMT by 
REHL one nets 923,285 responses. Other simple examples can be repeated as above, 


there being no conflict between official language and home language. For official 
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language EF, edited EMT and edited FHL, REMT by RFHL yields 47,680 persons. 
The same configuration for FOL, REMT by RFHL yields 6,735 persons. On page 2-5, 
edited FMT and EHL examining official language EF, RF MT by REHL totals 
288,140. The remainder are subsumed in EOL. 


The addition of official language in the cross-classifications in Table 2 expands the 
combinations already discussed for Table 1. Comments given about the two 
examples of multiple response apply, i.e. single MT and multiple HL, and multiple 
MT and multiple HL. With the addition of official language certain combinations do 
not appear. For example, where edited EMT and EHL occur, FOL and NOL are 
blank as well as any RFHL, ROHL and RFOHL. Similarly, for edited EMT and FHL, 
EOL and NOL are blank as well as REHL. In order to approximate the approach in 
Table 1, the Canada total is examined using edited EMT and FHL. 


Edited EMT and FHL with FOL, REFMT by RFHL nets 5,805. When official 
language is changed to EFOL, REFMT by RFHL rises to 31,230 and REFMT and 
REFHL become 12,245. With same official language, REMT and REFHL net 13,030 
responses. Of the 80,305 EF OL, 47,680 are legitimate EMT and FHL, while 31,230 
actually are REFMT and FHL. Similarly, where REMT, REFMT and REFHL occur, 
one cannot say that edited EMT is legitimate for the first multiple MT and for 
either multiple HL except according to the processing rules. To find the other parts 
of the REMT - REFHL, REFMT - REFHL one must consult the edited EMT and EHL 
where the figures 13,825 and 13,710 appear under EFOL. 


Non-response is shown only for the variables mother tongue and home lanquage as 
reported. There is no non-response category given for official language. The 
Canada total for edited EMT and EHL within the category EOL comprises 26,915 
blank RMT and RHL, 98,475 blank EMT and RHL. All combinations for RHL 
totalled 127,065. Similarly, for RMT blank, the total was 74,655 of which 47,175 
REHL. In the same table, for EFOL, the HL non-response totalled 7,050 and MT 
non-response totalled 4,865. The highest non-response for Canada has been noted 


here. 
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3.4 Concluding remarks 


Tables 1 and 2 follow showing for Canada and provinces the impact of edit and 
imputation on the language data collected for the 1981 Census of Canada. Given 
the single response requirement and the actual responses received, the data 


presented should provide stimulus for analytic activity.
